I Pursuant  to  Order  No.  2,  from  the  Major- 
Geneial.  commanding  Salt  Late  Military  District, 
there  will  be  a muster  and  encampment  of  this 
Brigade,  at  Camp  Wasatch,  on  the  west  bank  of 
the  Jordan  river,  near  the  6th  Ward  Bridge, 
commencing  on  Wednesday,  the  28th  instant 

II.  Commanders  of  regiments  will  cause  all 
pt  rsons  liable  to  perform  military  duty,  residing 
within  their  respective  districts  to  be  enrolled, 
and  they  will  be  held  responsible  that  due  notifi 
cations  are  given,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
the  law. 

Ill  The  attention  of  regimental  commanders 
is  directed  to  the  importance  of  arming  and 
equipping  their  commands  in  the  best  possible 
manner;  and  it  is  expected  that  all  ho'ding  the 
rank  of  commissioned  officer  will  appear  at  this 
muster  in  uniform  suitable  to  their  rank. 

TV.  Commanding  officers  of  the  1st  and  2d 
regiments  of  infantry  and  the  brigade  brass  band 
(Capt.  Croxall’s),  will  have  their  respective  com- 
mands on  the  parade  ground,  at  ( amp  Wasatch, 
by  4 o’clock,  p m.,  on  the  28th instant,  properly 
armed  and  equipped,  with  rations  and  fuel  for 
their  men  for  three  days,  and  forage  for  their 
animals  for  the  same  period;  also  bedding, cook- 
ing utensils,  tents,  covered  wagons  and  teams, 
and  other  suitable  camp  equipage  necessary  to 
preserve  the  hea  th  and  comfort  of  the  troops. 

Commissioned  officers  will  take  measures  to 
ensure  good  discipline  and  sobriety  anions  their 
men,  and  they  will  also  use  every  precaution  to 
avoid  the  occurence  of  accidents  lrom  a careless 
use  of  fire  arms,  negligence  or  otherwise  during 
the  march  to  and  from  and  at  the  place  of  muster 
and  encampment.
